I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1969, 

On  the  whole  the  various  Rates  compare  favourably  with  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales,  The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending 
order  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  109  cases  {k.3^),  all 
types  of  cancer,  38  cases  (15^)  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous 
system,  35  cases  (13^), 


The  average  10  year  Rates  for  All  Cancer  Deaths,  Deaths  from  cancer 
of  the  lung  & bronchus  and  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  emphysema  are,  in  all 
cases,  about  the  same  as  the  National  average. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  235>  of  these  118  (46^) 
were  aged  75  and  over;  198  i7Q%)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  231  (90^  aged 
55  and  over. 


The  water  undertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  Derbyshire  Water 
Board  and  Manchester  Corporation,  Results  of  sampling  are  sent  regularly  to 
this  office  and  the  closest  co-operation  has  been  maintained, 

7385  meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infirm  during  the  year.

The  Committee,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Health 
Education  Service,  completed  the  making  of  a ten  minute  16  ram,  colour 
film  on  the  problem  of  Home  Accidents, 

The  film  portrayed  children  at  V/arrabrook  County  Junior  School, 
Chapel-en-le-Frith,  and  referred  to  their  research  into  the  home  accident 
problem.  It  was  professionally  finished  and  has  since  been  sold  to  a 
number  of  local  authorities  including  Lancashire  County  Council, 

Coventry  and  Sheffield  County  Boroughs  and  the  London  Borough  of 
Hammersmith,  It  has  been  used  extensively  within  the  Rural  District 
and  during  19^9  was  shown  to  more  than  1,000  people.  It  is  to  be 
displayed  at  the  National  Home  Safety  Conference  in  London  in  October  1970.

Senior  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report  on  the 

Environmental  Health  of  the  District  - 1969 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  8c  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  3'Ist  December,  1969* 

Details  of  the  various  sections  of  the  work  of  the  Department  are 
given  and  include  comment  where  appropriate. 

The  number  of  improvement  grants  approved  during  the  year  dropped 
to  the  lowest  level  since  1958.  This  was  principally  due  to  the  fact 
that  many  people  awaited  the  publication  of  the  Housing  Act,  '1969« 

Since  August,  when  the  Act  became  operative,  many  enquiries  and  applications 
have  been  received.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  increased  financial  grants 
now  available  to  house  owners,  the  number  of  sub-standard  dwellings  within 
the  District  will  be  substantially  reduced  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution  from  the  Limestone  Quarries 
and  associated  processes  continues.  Although  I believe  the  Quarry  owners 
are  now  conscious  of  the  ever  increasing  weight  of  public  opinion  being 
waged  against  them,  I feel  the  time  has  come  for  Parliament  to  look  closely 
into  the  possibility  of  laying  down  more  stringent  standards  of  permissible 
dust  and  smoke  emissions  from  plant  operated  by  the  industry.  For  too 
long  economics  and  ’best  practicable  means'  have  been  among  the  excuses 
for  the  palls  of  black  smoke  and  of  grey  dust  being  gratuitously  presented 
to  the  inhabitants  of  villages  adjacent  to  the  quarries. 

The  need  for  mains  water  supplies  to  certain  villages  and  areas 
such  as  King  Ste.rndale,  Martinside,  Brandside  and  Higher  Chisworth  is 
well  known.  As  more  people  in  these  scattered  areas  are  seeking  to 
improve  their  houses  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  wholesome  water  is  essential. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  the  Chief  Officers  and  staff  of  the  various  Departments 
for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year.  To  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  are  my  thanks  especially  due  and  particularly  for  their 
efforts  in  the  preparation  of  much  of  this  report.

A considerable  amount  of  time  and  effort  has  continued  to  be  given  by 
the  Department  to  the  problem  of  pollution  from  the  quarrying  industry. 
Whilst  improvements  exre  steadily  being  effected  in  the  methods  and 
amounts  of  dust  collected,  it  is  apparent  that  the  rate  of  progress  in 
the  dust  collection  field  should  be  increased.  Complaints  have  been 
received  during  the  year  of  alleged  dust  nuisance  from  several  sources 
and  where  appropriate  representations  have  been  made  to  the  firms  concerned. 

The  amount  of  smoke  etc.  emitted  by  the  vertical  shaft  kilns,  both 
coal  and  oil  fired,  is  disturbing.  Numerous  complaints  have  been 
received  about  this  matter  and  consequently  referred  to  H.M.  District 
Inspector  of  Alkali  Etc.  Works.  The  problem  has  also  been  discussed 
with  the  Deputy  Chief  Alkali  Inspector,  to  whom  concern  was  expressed.

In  all  cases,  after  representations  by  the  Department,  the  nuisances 
have  been  abated. 

The  Council  has  continued  to  operate  the  two  air  pollution  stations 
at  Hayfield  as  part  of  the  National  Siarvey  on  Air  Pollution. 

The  Council's  six  Standard  Deposit  Gauges  stationed  within  the 
quarrying  areas  have  produced  results  which  assist  in  assessing  the 
trends  of  pollution  from  the  industry.  The  following  are  the  tables 
showing  the  information  obtained. 

Three  applications  for  prior  approvals  under  Section  3 of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956  were  received  and  granted.

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination  from  each  herd  once  every 
three  months,  VJhere  the  sample  revealed  the  presence  of  positive  cows  in 
the  herd,  subsequent  individual  cow  samples  were  taken  to  detect  the  offending 
animals  which  are  then  taken  out  of  the  raw  milk  herd,  Unfortimately , the 

anomaly  still  exists  whereby  these  animals  may  be  sold  in  the  open  market.

13  samples  from  private  water  supplies  v;ere  taken  for  chemical  excunina- 
tion.  In  one  case  the  water  was  found  to  be  plumbo  solvent  and  the 
appropriate  action  was  taken. 

The  need  for  mains  water  supplies  in  areas  such  as  King  Sterndale, 
Martinside,  Brandside,  Hi^er  Chisworth  is  well  known. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 


Samples  of  swimming  bath  water  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
regularly  taken  from  the  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  District. 

Due  to  increased  usage  of  one  of  the  pools  more  frequent  samples  have 
been  taken  during  the  year.  Unfortunately,  not  all  of  these  samples  were 
satisfactory.  Pron^t  remedial  measures  were  requested  and  follow-up  samples 
taken.  Improvements  are  now  taking  place  to  the  purification  system  at  one 
of  the  Pools.

The  above  Act  is  operated  and  administered  in  close  collaboration 
with  the  Planning  Authority.  Uniform  standards  are  able  to  be  applied 
to  the  various  sites  throughout  the  Rural  District. 

The  problem  of  seasonal  Camping  Sites  continues  to  increase.  Observations 
in  Edale  over  the  past  few  years  have  revealed  that  more  and  more  people  are 
resorting  to  the  Valley  to  stay  overnight  under  canvas.  Realising  the 
problem  and  need  for  control,  the  Council  has  resolved  in  principle  to 
license  sites  which  are  used  for  more  than  42  consecutive  days  or  60  days 
in  a 12  month  period.  Sites  are  inspected  over  the  Bank  Holiday  periods 
and  at  other  times  during  the  holiday  season. 

The  proposed  Peak  Park  Planning  Board  Site  at  Hayfield  has  not  yet 
materialised;  the  genuine  need  for  a site  in  this  area  continues. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  and  the  hamlets  of 
Simmondley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 

As  a result  of  the  implementation  of  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936,  the  replacement  of  earth  closets  by  water  closets  at  houses  in  the 
villages  of  Peak  Dale  and  Charlesworth  where  main  sewerage  and  water  supply  are 
available  has  been  completed.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  authorised  Petroleum  Officers  under  the 
above  Act,  carrying  out  inspections  of  existing  and  new  installations  based 
upon  the  current  Code  of  Principles.  At  the  31st  December  there  were  31 
licensed  premises.  8 petrol  storage  tanks  were  pressure  rested  during  the 
year  when  2 were  found  to  be  defective.  Defective  installations  were 
either  brought  into  a serviceable  condition  or  taken  out  of  use  and  rendered 
safe. 


Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the 
Derbyshire  Fire  Service. 

NOISE  ABATEI4ENT  ACT,  196O 

A considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent  during  the  year  investigating 
noise  nuisance  complaints;  the  troubles  being  from  industrial  machinery. 

The  noise  level  from  the  fans  on  the  lime  kilns  at  Hindlow  has  been  reduced 
to  an  acceptable  level.  There  remains  the  nuisance  at  Dove  Holes,  which  it 
is  hoped  will  now  shortly  be  abated.  Complaints  of  nuisance  from  three 
sources,  all  industrial,  have  been  received  during  the  year.  With  the 
exception  of  the  Dove  Holes  nuisance,  the  problems  have  been  resolved. 
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ANIf'IAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 


Licences  under  the  above  Act  are  held  by  5 persons.  Consultations 
are  held  with  the  Fire  Authority  and  the  R.S.P.C.A.  when  applications 
are  made  under  the  Act.  Control  covers  such  items  as  the  number  of  dogs/ 
cats  which  are  allowed  to  be  kept,  the  suitability  of  accommodation  for 
the  animals  and  for  the  storage  of  food,  protection  of  the  animals  in  the 
case  of  infection,  suitable  fire  precautions  and  the  licensee  shall  at 
all  times  keep  a register  of  all  animals  accepted  on  the  premises. 

RODEMT  CONTROL
